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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 17-26 and 29-32 remain allowable. Since claim 28 now incorporates 
all limitations of claim 27 and is written in independent form, claim 28 is now also in 
condition for allowance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen. Chen 
teaches a wireless communication device, comprising: 

a processor, in fig. 2, processor 112; 

a flash memory device comprising a code bank and a data bank, wherein the 
code bank comprises a local copy of a flash driver operable to be accessed by the 
processor to perform operations on the data bank, in fig. 3, where the flash memory 
driver 132 which is in the code bank, and data file 136 which is in the data bank; and 

a storage device, external from the flash memory device, comprising an external 
copy of the flash driver operable to be accessed by the processor to store data in the 
code bank, in par. 4 and fig. 4. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8, filed 10/1 1/06, with respect to the 
rejection of claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. 102 have been fully considered but are not 
persuasive. It is apparent that Chen uses the term "data" to refer to both the flash 
memory driver and system program code, in addition to the data file, in par. 4. As 
disclosed in pan 6, the data file is simply a portion of the flash memory 26, with the 
system program and flash memory driver occupying separate portions of the flash 
memory. When Chen discloses not being able to read and write data to the flash 
memory at the same time (par. 4) it is clear that Chen means to read and write to any 
location in the flash memory, Including the program and driver portions, since the non- 
RWW nature of the flash memory does not allow this. The Examiner must give the 
broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim and the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the word "data", especially when considering the disclosure of Chen, 
could mean program code or a flash memory driver.
